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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-39 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. Claims 17-19, 30-32 and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lent, US 6,405,181. Applicants February 17, 2005 REMARKS have 
been reviewed, but are not convincing. Applicant is directed towards paragraph 2 of the 
previous Office Action. In sum, Applicant's position that the card of Lent would not have 
been inherently used for an on-line purchase is noted, but not persuasive. Credit cards 
have been designed for electronic purchases, i.e. on-line purchases, at least one year 
prior to Applicant's effective filing date. To have used Lent for such would have been an 
inherent use of a product for one of ordinary skill in the art. 

3. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mandler 
et al., US 5,732,400. Applicant's February 17, 2005 REMARKS have been reviewed, 
but are not convincing. Applicant is directed towards paragraph 3 of the previous Office 
Action. In sum, Applicant's position that the card of Mandler would not have been 
inherently used for an on-line purchase is noted, but not persuasive. Credit cards have 
been designed for electronic purchases, i.e. on-line purchases, at least one year prior to 
Applicant's effective filing date. To have used Mandler for such would have been an 
inherent use of a product for one of ordinary skill in the art.
